Mat it please Your Excellency, 

We, the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, beg to submit the following 
General Report of our proceedings during the year 1905. 

The vacancy caused by the resignation of Right Honorable Mr. Justice Madden, Constitution o£ 
alluded to in our last Report, was filled on May 3, 1905, by Warrant of the Lords Commission 
Justices, appointing Sir Charles Bent Ball, M.D., to be a Commissioner of Education 
in Ireland. On December 20, 1905, the Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of 
Education elected Right Rev. Thomas Smollen, P.P., V.G., as their Commissioner in 
the room of Most Rev. Dr. Owens, Bishop of Clogher, who had resigned owing to ill 
health. Subject to these changes, the constitution of our Body remains the same as it 
was at the close of 1904, as set forth in our last Report, dated April 13, 1905. The 
names of the Commissioners are set out, infra. Appendix A, No. I., p. 10. 

We held six meetings during the year — Ordinary Quarterly Meetings on January Meetings and 
26, April 13, July 13, and October 12, and Special Meetings on April 27, and December Attendances. 
7. The Special Meetings were summoned for the execution of formal documents, 
involving the use of the Common Seal, which can take place only at Board Meetings. 

At the meeting of January 26 we elected Right Rev. Monsignor Molloy, D.D.,D.Sc„ 
to be our Chairman, and Rev. H. B. Wilson, D.D., to be our Vice-Chairman for the 
year. A Table of the attendances of the Commissioners is given infra, Appendix A, 

No. III., p. 11. 

The resignation of Right Honorable Mr. Justice Madden caused a vacancy on the standing 
Standing Committee which was filled by the appointment thereto of Rev. Doctor Committee. 
Hamilton on July 13, 1905. The Standing Committee held twenty meetings during 
the year. No meeting failed for want of a quorum. 

In Appendix A, No. IV., is given a Table of attendances of the Standing Com- 
mittee. The names of those Commissioners who constitute the Standing Committee 
are given, Appendix A, No. II., p. 10.

Comparison. Compared with 'the year 1904. our gross income from all sources shows a decrease 

of £307. The explanation of this diminution is to be found under the heading 
“Other Endowments,” the receipts of which in 1905 amounted to only £1,675 as 
compared with £2,060 in 1904. It is to be noted, however, that this latter sum 
represented more than an ordinary year’s income, as it included a large amount of 
arrears due on the rentals of the previous year, in which period the rent collection had 
not been So satisfactory as usual. The Ulster Eoyal School Endowments for the year 
1905 show an increased income of £100, for which improved rent collection and the 
settlement of' the outstanding cas6s in connection with the sale of the Fermanagh 
Estate are accountable. 


mdifcure. Our expenditure on Estate outgoings, cost of management, &c., was £220 more than 

that for the previous year, and the joint effect of increased outgoings and decreased 
receipts was a marked shrinkage in the sums available for educational purposes. In 
1904 £4,853 was applied for those purposes, whereas in 1905, only £4,386 could be so 
applied. 

Our Total Expenditure for the year exceeded our Gross Income by £82, and the sum 
total of our net credit balances on December 31, 1905, was accordingly less by that 
amount than the sum total shown on the corresponding date of the previous year. 

During the year we devoted a good deal of attention to the question of the Board’s 
Investments. Having regard to the fact that a very substantial portion of our Capital . 
consisted of per cent. Consolidated Stock and 2f per cent. Guaranteed Land Stock, . 
we instructed the Standing Committee to inquire whether an increased income might ^ 
not be derived by selling the above-mentioned Government Stock and by in vesting the ; 
proceeds in other Trustee Securities yielding a higher rate of interest. Acting on the * 
advice of the Standing Committee, and as a tentative measure, we sold £5,000 Consols : 
and applied the proceeds to the purchase of £2,000 Great Southern and Western nai • |

way 4 P er cent - Debenture Stock, £],100 Great Southern and Western Railway 
4 per cent. Guaranteed Preference Stock. £600 Great Northern Railway (Ireland) 4 
per cent. Guaranteed Stock, and £18 8s. 6 d. Bank of Ireland Stock. The effect of 
the change has been an increase of £25 per annum to' the Endowments interested. 
This result we regard as satisfactory, and we intend to proceed still further in changing 
the nature of the Board’s Securities. 


The Schools sharing in these Endowments continue, on the whole, to be efficiently Ulster Royal 
conducted. The returns dealing with the School Rolls, the Educational Results, and School Endow- 
the condition of the School Buildings are, speaking generally, of a satisfactory mentSi 
character. For full particulars on these points we would refer to the Reports of 
our Secretary who, as Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, visited the various Schools last 
autumn. These Reports will be found in Appendix C, infra , pp. 23-28. 


The total number on the School Rolls for the year 1904-05 shows a moderate Numbers, 
increase on that for the year 1903-04, the Returns giving a total of 679. in 
September, 1905, as against 669 in September, 1904. The principal eases of variation 
in individual School Rolls are St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, Royal School, Enniskillen, 
and Royal School, Armagh. The two former show increases of i3 and 16, respectively, 
while Royal School, Armagh, shows a decrease of 16. The number of pupils entered 
for the Intermediate Examination in 1905 was 381, while in 1904, on a smaller total 
Roll, the number was 396. 


The standard of efficiency, as tested by the Intermediate Examinations, is creditable Efficiency, 
and shows a, slight improvement on that of the previous year, which was itself of a 
high order. In 1904 the percentage of Passes was 69‘4, while in 1905 it rose to 71*3. 

It should be noted, however, that if the particular Schools with which we are dealing 
can claim a higher percentage of successes so also can the Schools of Ireland taken as 
a whole— and in a greater degree. In other words, in 1905 the special results did 
not compare so favourably with the general results as they did in the previous year. 

In 1904 the particular and general results were as 69 is to 62, while in 1905 they were 
as 71 is to 63. 


If we except St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letterkenny, the state of the School Buildings School Premises, 
generally iB lairly satisfactory. -With regard to St. Eunan’s, the Inspector reports, 

“ A new College is in course of erection which, it, is expected, will be in full working 
order next year, and which promises to be suitable and up-to-date in every 
particular.” 

Eleven Schools were selected by the various Local Boards to share m the Endow- ,.Q»,Med 
ments and of these ten fulfilled the several conditions prescribed by the Scheme, spools. 

St. Patrick’s College, Cavan, failed to qualify inasmuch as D rawing, winch is 1a > ory 

subject under the Scheme, was not taught during- the School year 1904-5 Being 
satisfied, however, as’ to the reasonableness of the explanation furnished by the 
College Authorities — vi z. , their inability to obtain the services of a property 
Drawing Master— and as to the steps taken to make good ** deficiency _ 
the yea? 1905-6, we exercised the power vested m ns of dispensing for one year with 
the condition in which the School had been found wanting.

seven pupils in some grade of the Examinations of the Intermediate Education Board 
for Ireland. Early in 1905, one of the Local Boards of Education represented to us 
that inasmuch, as many of their pupils desired to become Matriculated Students of the 
Royal University of Ireland, it was a hardship on the College Staff that, while striving 
to meet the wishes of the pupils in this respect, they should be bound under the Scheme 
to devote so much of their energies to preparing for the Intermediate Examinations. 
The Local Board suggested that, as the courses prescribed for University Matriculation 
and for the upper grades of the Intermediate Examinations are practically on parallel 
lines, success in the former should be regarded as equivalent to success in the latter for 
the purposes of qualifying under the Scheme. This request seemed to us reasonable 
and we accordingly applied to the Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests 
to have the necessary modifications carried out in the Amended First Schedule of the 
Scheme. Our application was acceded to, and on December 6, 1905, an Amending 
Scheme was published providing, with regard to pupils in respect of whom a School 
may claim, that not less than seven of those pupils “shall, during the School year, 
have passed in some Grade of the Examinations of the Intermediate Education 
Board for Ireland, or have matriculated in the University of Trinity College, 
Dublin, or in the Royal University of Ireland.” We print the Amending Scheme 
infra, Appendix E., page 44. 

Preston Endowment. — The gross income of this Endowment for the year, including 
dividends on the separate Capital Accounts of the Navan and Queen’s County Schools, 
was £871 18s. fyd., which may be considered normal. The amounts allocated to the 
several Schools having claims on the Endowment were as follows : — King’s Hospital, 
Oxmautown, £140 Os. 3d.; Preston School, Navan, £344 J 8s. 9 d. ; and Preston 
School, Abbeyleix, £258 14s. id. 


Preston School, Navan. — The Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, which we 
print infra, p. 29, states that “ the teaching carried on in the School is very satis- 
factory.” We must confess, however, that we should like to see the benefits of that 
education imparted to a larger number of pupils than at present enjoy them. Last 
year the number on the Roll was 20, and the number who passed the Intermediate 
Examinations was 4. These results are scarcely proportionate to the money expended 
on the School. 

Preston School, Abbeyleix. — We print, infra, p. 29, the Report of the Lord 
Lieutenant’s Inspector on this School. The Intermediate results are fairly satis- 
factory, but, as in the case of Navan, the strength of the School Roll leaves much to 
be desired. The defect alluded to in former Reports as to the want of interest on 
the part of the Governors in the School has disappeared, the attendance at Board 
-.meetings during the past year being creditable. 

Varysfort Endowment. — As in previous years, five Schools received grants from this 
Endowment — two being under Protestant, and three under Roman Catholic manage- 
ment. The total sum available for Educational purposes was £144 86“. 0d., and this 
we divided equally between the two religious denominations. 

Four of the Schools subsidised by the Endowment are favourably reported on by 
the National Board. The fifth, the one referred to in our last Report, continues un- 
satisfactory both as to educational efficiency and as to the state of the School 
premises. We are hopeful, however, that the recent advent of a new Manager will 
remedy those defects. 

The Leamy Endowment, Limerick. — During the year we distributed between the 
Leamy Local Boards of Education the sum of £224 10s. 6d. The two Schools sharing 
in the Endowment continue to be conducted in a satisfactory manner, as shown by 
the Report of the Lord Lieutenant’s Inspector, which is given infra, p. 29. 


The Viscount Limerick Endowment, Dundalk. — Two Schools established their claim 
to share in this Endowment, namely : — St. Mary’s College, Dundalk, for nineteen 
pupils; and the Educational Institution, Dundalk, for eleven pupils. We divided the 
sum of £53 between them, in proportion to those numbers. 
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Bank’s Endowment, Eyraxiurt.— The Trustees of this 'Endowment again failed to 
submit a plan for its application, and having consulted the Manager of Eyreeourt National 
School, in accordance with See. 6 of Scheme No. 128, we decided to continue the appli- 
cation of the funds to the same purpose to which they had been applied in the three 
preceding years viz., to the teaching of such technical subjects as Shirt-making 
Knitting, &c., in -that School. The sum available was £17 3s. 3d., and the National 
Board Inspector reports that “ The Industrial Training shows good results.” 

The Diocesan Schools and Banagher Royal School Endowments. —Based on the 
plan, the particulars of which we have already reported, for the application of those 
Endowments, and in accordance with the results of the Intermediate Examinations 
(1905), we paid, as prizes, £12 to pupils attending Schools in the Dioceses of Leishlin 
and Ossory, £26 to pupils attending Schools in the Dioceses of Meath and Ardagh, 
and £28 to pupils attending Schools in the Dioceses of Tuam, Killala, and Achonry. 

The year 1905 was the first occasion on which we were able to bring into 
operation the provisions of the Scheme dealing with the Banagher Koyal School 
Endowment. On a plan similar to that already adopted in the case of the Diocesan 
Endowments we offered, for competition amongst Preparatory Grade Pupils in the 
District (King’s County), eight prizes of the total value of £40. We regret to say, 
however, that we received only two applications, and consequently were able to award 
only a fourth of the sum we had originally offered. Should we experience similar 
j results during the coming year we shall be obliged to reconsider our plan for the 
j encouragement of Intermediate Education in King’s County, where, if we are com- 
petent to judge, such encouragement is sadly needed. 

Anne Hall Endowment . — The Manager of Lattone National School has suggested 
that, the income of this Endowment, amounting to about £23 per annum, should be 
applied to the promotion of Technical Instruction in the Lattone District. We are 
considering the details of a plan for such application. 

Limerick Diocesan School Endowment , — The late tenant of the Roxboro’ Road 
School premises, Very Rev. Dean Gregg, died towards the close of the year 1905, and 
his tenancy has devolved on his representatives. On his death we received appli- 
cations, as to the disposal of the School premises, from the daughters of the late 
tenant ; from the Borough Council of Limerick ; and from Most Rev. Doctor O’Dwyer, 
Bishop of Limerick. The Misses Gregg asked for a lease of the premises or the pre- 
emption at a valuation, giving them credit for the expenditure made by their father. 
The Borough Council desired that possession of the premises should be handed over to 
them for the benefit of the citizens of Limerick. Most Rev. Dr. O’Dwyer supported 
the application of the Borough Council, and, failing that, urged the Commissioners 
themselves to take up possession of the property and to hold same pending the decision 
of the Legislature as to its future application.* 

On December 31 last, the accumulations of income from this Endowment in the 
Commissioners’ hands amounted to £63 Is. 3d. Government Stock, and £289 2s. 13d. 
cash. 


Estate Management. 

In Appendix B, IV. and V., pp. 20-21, we give Summaries of our Rentals for the 
years 1903-1904, together with our Agents’ Accounts for the corresponding periods. 

The year’s Rentals have increased from £3,683 to £3,694. This increase . has taken 
place on the Armagh Estate as the result of successful appeals from the findings of the 
. Sub-Commissioners in the matter of fair rent fixtures. 

* Those various applications were considered by us at our January meeting of the present year, when 
the following Resolution was adopted That having regard to the previous decisions of this Board, taken 
" after obtaining the advice of Senior Counsel, and to the fact that the. yearly tenancy vested m the lace Dean 
“Gregg is still continuing in his representatives, and to the further fact that this Board has already invited 
"the Borough Council of Limerick, or any other person interested, to take proceedings under Lord Romillys 
"Act or otherwise, this Board declines to accede to the applications recently received with regard to the 
"disposal of the School premises, believing that no change in the status quo has arisen by the death of Dean 
"Gregg.’' 


Rentals and 
Accounts. 
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Our gross arrears at the date of rendering the accounts stood at £2,374, as comna- A 
with £2,606 in the previous year. We cannot claim, however, that there has been a 
real improvement in the collection of arrears, as the reduction is due to the fact th I 
on the Tyrone Estate, a sum of £300 was wiped out as irrecoverable. At the sain 
.time, it should be observed that the collection of arrears was naturally checked by 
negotiations that were in progress for the sale of some of the Estates. 

We are glad to be able to report that, as the result of those negotiations, we hav 
practically concluded an agreement with the tenants on our Cappaloughlin and 
Ballyroan Estate for the purchase by them of their holdings under' the Irish Land 
Act, 1903. 

All which we have the honour to submit to Your Excellency as our Report in the 
premises.

General Result, 
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School Rolls . — A fairly substantial increase has taken place in the total number of pupils on the rolls for the 
year just closed, as compared with the previous one ; the figures being 679 in 1905 and 669 in 1904. I could 
wish, however, that the increase were more marked ; and that the realisation of this wish is by no means 
impossible, will be seen from the fact that three years ago the total of the school rolls reached 700. A considerable 
increase is all the more desirable in view of the very suitable school premises which, in some instances, are 
now only partially appreciated. Cavan Royal School and St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, furnish good 
examples of the state of things referred to. In both cases one finds efficient staffs and fine premises 
conveniently situated, but the school rolls, in proportion to the accommodation afforded, are decidedly meagre. 
This is not as it should be, and it would be well if the individual members of the Local Boards concerned 
were to take a more active part in making known the advantages of their respective schools to the parents of 
promising pupils in their several localities. 

The most notable changes in individual school lulls this year are to be found in St. Patrick’s College, 
Armagh, and Royal School, Enniskillen, which show increases of 13 and 16, respectively, aud in Royal School, 
Armagh, which shows a decrease of 16. The increase in Enniskillen aud the decrease in Armagh are explained 
by the fact that Mr. M ‘Donnell, formerly Head Master of Armagh Royal School, having been appointed to 
Enniskillen, took with him to his new charge a huge number of his Armagh pupils. 


I regret to notice that, notwithstanding the increase oil the total school roll this year, the number of 
competitors at the Intermediate Examinations was less than on the lust occasion. In 1904, with a total roll of 
669, the number of competitors was 396, while in 1905, with a total roll of 679, only 381 presented themselves 
for examination. This is to be regretted. Apart from the spirit of the scheme which is undoubtedly to the 
effect that Intermediate Education should be administered generally and impartially in each School, the fact of 
dividing a class of pupils into competitors and non-competitors is bound to have an injurious effect on the latter. 
There can scarcely be the same incentive to study on the part of the student nor the same earnest and painstaking 
instruction on the part of the master. I do not mean to say that in every case the number of competitors 
should tally with the Intermediate roll — there will frequently be good and sufficient reasons why it should 
not — but the aim of the school management should be to have the list of competitors as exhaustive as possible. 

Educational Efficiency . — Tested by the results of the recent Intermediate Examinations, the schools, taken 
as a whole, have done good work. The successful candidates number 272 out of 381 competitors, that is 71-3 
per cent., as compared with 69-4 per cent, last year. It should be remarked, however, that if the results of 
our particular schools show an improvement on last year, so also do the schools of Ireland taken as a whole, 
and to a greater extent. In other words, the schools with which we are at present dealing do not compare so 
favourably this year with the schools of Ireland generally, as they did last year. On the former occasion the 
particular and general results were as 69 is to 62, while in the present instance they aro as 71 is to 68. 

The Schools which have made the greatest advance during the year, judged by the above test, are St. 
Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, St. Patrick's College, Cavan, and St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letterkenny, their 
percentages of successes having risen from 61 to 8S, from 56 to 79, and from 44 to 63, respectively. I am the 
more pleased to be able to make this favourable mention of the Cavan College, seeing that on former occasions 
adverse crit'eisms were necessary on the results of the year’s teaching. The school which has most noticeably 
failed to maintain its previous record is Raphoe Royal School, whose percentage of successes has fallen from 
86 to 55. I think I am safe in saying that this check is only a temporary one, as an explanation of the 
comparatively poor result is to be found in the fact that the Honours French candidates, Middle Grade, failed 
to attain the necessary standard. There was no general breakdown ; only one subject, and that in only one 
grade, showed weakness. 


Buildings, Equipment, &c . — With the exception of St. Eunan's Seminary, Letterkenny, the school 
buildings speaking generally, are in good order, and the teaching appliances sufficient and suitable. 
St. Eunan’s, however, will not long remain an exception. A new college is in course of erection which, it 
is expected, will be in full working order next year, and which promises to bo suitable and up-to-date in 
every particular. A new wing is being added to St. Patrick’s College, Armagh, which will do much to 
relieve the present . over-crowded state of that Institution. New drainage has been introduced into 
Armagh and Enniskillen Royal Schools, and some much needed repairs have been effected in Raphoe and 
Dungannon Royal Schoolp. 


'The Reports of the Department on the laboratories and science teaching are, on the whole, satisfactory. 

I would call attention to the following points : — 

Dungannon Royal School . — The front stands much in need of refreshing. It should be either cemented 
or plastered. The woodwork of the windows should be renewed or at least painted. 

Raphoe Royal School . — The girls’ class-room has been long neglected, and sadly requires I'c-colouring. 

St. Macarton's Seminary. — The walls of one of the staircases should be re-plastered. 

Health . — The health which prevailed in the schools was uniformly good, with the exception of Enniskillen 
Royal School, where troublesome outbreaks of diphtheria and measles occurred in the spring and early 
Bummer. Those outbreaks militated somewhat against the results of the year’s teaching, and it is reasonable 
to assume that except for them the success of Portora at the recent Intermediate Examinations would 
have been more pronounced. Raphoe Royal School suffered from a few cases of measles, but, happily, they 
were of a mild typ e. 
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REPORTS OF INSPECTION. 

Free Places . — There was keen competition for the Free Places offered by some of the Schools and the standard 
of answering was proportionately high. St. Patrick’s Academy, Dungannon, St. Macarten’s Seminary, 
Monaghan, and Iloyal School, Dungannon, attracted 17, 12, and 7 candidates respectively, and the winners 
scored from 80 to Go per cent. On the other hand, Cavan Royal School, attracted only one candidate, and no 
applications whatsoever were received for the Places offered by Portora and St. Michael’s School, Enniskillen. 
This I think is to be regretted, as, in my opinion, a proper scheme of Free Places is a sure means of attracting 
suitable pupils from whom the school may afterwards derive much credit. 

Local Hoards . — Those Bodies met regularly during the year ; the attendances were in most cases good, and 
in some instances excellent. All the requirements of the scheme have been duly observed save for the 
exception mentioned in the next paragraph. 

Schedule J. Qualified Schools . — I am satisfied that, with the exception of St. Patrick’s College, Cavan, all 
the schools have “ qualified ” under the Scheme. St. Patrick’s has failed to comply with the provisions of the 
scheme in that drawing, which is a compulsory subject under the Amended Schedule, was not taught during 
the past year. The College Authorities found it impossible to obtain the services of a properly qualified 
Drawing Master, and so real was their difficulty that the Intermediate Board recognised it by sanctioning 
the substitution of Latin for Experimental Science and Drawing in the Preparatory Grade. This is the first 
occasion, so far sus I kuow, on which St. Patrick’s has failed to qualify, and, under all the circumstances of 
the case, I would respectfully suggest whether the Commissioners might not exercise the power vested in 
them of dispensing, for the present year, with the condition in which the school has been found wanting, more 
especially as the President of the College informs me that a properly qualified Drawing blaster has now been 
secured, and that this condition of the scheme will be complied with during the ensuing year. 

The matters which call for attention, and to which I have briefly alluded above, will be made the subject 
of further reference in my detailed Report to His Excellency the Lord Lieutenant.

DETAILED REPORTS OF THE LORD LIEUTENANT’S INSPECTOR. 

Scheme No. 34. — Ulster Royal School Endowments. 

I. — Armagh Protestant Board of Education. 

The provisions of the Scheme have been duly observed by this Board. During the year the 
members took a practical interest in Armagh Royal School, and with the assistance of the 
“ Maintenance Committee" much was done to ease the financial difficulties of the school. 

Armagh Royal School. 

At the commencement of the year the Board lost the services of their Head Master, Mr. 
McDonnell — appointed to Portora in succession to the late Dr. Biggs — who, during his 
term of office, had done so much to restore the school to the position from which it had 
fallen. It seemed as if Armagh were in for a bad time on Mr. McDonnell's resignation, a 
considerable number of the pupils having followed him to Portora, but the new Head 
Master, Mr. Hirscb, has succeeded very well in meeting the difficulty, and was able at 
the end of the year to show a school roll of 64. The Intermediate Results were fo.ir for 
a beginning, but Mathematics would seem to demand more attention, 

The state of the school premises is better now than on the occasions of my previous visits. 
The boundary wall has been repaired, new drainage has been introduced, and the walls of 
staircase and some class rooms have been refreshed. External refreshing is now needed. 

II. — Armagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The meetings of this Board, which are regularly held, are well attended, and the members, 
generally, take an interest in carrying out the provisions of the Scheme. 

St. Patrick's College, Armagh. 

The Returns of St. Patrick’s College show an increased school roll and improved Inter- 
mediate results. The numbers in attendance have risen from 41 to 54, while a percentage 
of 69 successes takes the place of the former one of 62. I am glad to note that a new 
wing is in course of erection, as the increased attendance during the year has unduly taxed 
the dormitory accommodation. The premises are in fair order, and the health of the 
students has been good, although, in my opinion, more attention might be paid to ven- 
tilation. An examination of the marks awarded at the Free Place Examinations shows 
that the candidates were weak in Grammar and in Mathematics. The Intermediate Results 
confirm that finding as to Mathematics. 

III. — Cavan Protestant Board of Education. 

Meetings of the Board were regularly held and the attendance of members was fairly creditable, 
although one gentleman, I note, failed to attend a single meeting during the year. The 
question of re-investing the Capital of the Cavan Royal School Endowment, which at present 
consists of 2.V per cent. Consols and 2£ per cent. Land Stock, was discussed, but I regret 
that nothing practical resulted from the discussion. 

Cavan Royal School. 

The School Roll shows a slight increase on last year — 37 taking the place of 34 — hut there is 
still room for much improvement, aud if the members of the Local Board were to interest 
themselves, each in liis own locality, to induce promising pupils to take advantage of the 
educational benefits which the School is undoubtedly in a position to bestow, much might bo 
done to increase the reputation and to improve the financial condition of the Institution, 
'fhe premises are in good repair ; neatness and order continue to ho characteristic of the 
establishment ; the front of the house has been recently refreshed, and with pleasing results. 

IY. — Cavan Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

This Board failed to comply with the provisions of the Scheme, in that Drawing, which is a 
compulsory subject under the amended Schedule, was not taught in the School during tho 
year. However, the difficulty experienced in securing a properly qualified .Drawing Muster 
furnishes a reasonable explanation — an explanation which has been accepted by the 
Intermediate Board, and which I will recommend to tho acceptance of the Commissioners 
of Education in Ireland. The Local Board have in other matters duly discharged their 
■duties under the Scheme. 

St. Patrick’s College, Cavan. 

It is with genuine pleasure that I record tho continued and marked improvement in this 
School, all tho more so as, a couple of years back, it was my duty to allude in rather severe 
terms to its then educational efficiency. A percentage of seventy-nine successes is an 
achievement of which any school might be proud, but it is doubly creditable in the case of 
St. Patrick’s, in view of the condition of affairs which until recently obtained there. 
Mathematical subjects have improved, but they still demand attention. I would make a 
suggestion, as to the advisability of increasing the College staff. On the occasion of my first 
visit to Cavan 1 formed the opinion that the College stall’ was undermanned, and that 
opinion I still hold. 
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V. — Donegal Protestant Board of Education. 

This is almost a model Board. Meetings are frequently held ; the attendance is, with few 
exceptions, good ; and most of the members take a direct personal interest in the School. 
Hence, it is that, notwithstanding the isolated position of the School, the roll is well 
maintained, and the general condition of the establishment may be described as 
flourishing. 

Raphoe Royal School. 

Judged by the Intermediate Examinations, the past year’s teaching was not so successful as 
previous ones, the percentage of “ passes” in 1905 being some 30 per cent, lower than that 
in 1904. Most of the failures, I noticed, occurred in Honours French, and had a less 
ambitious course been adopted, the former favourable records might have been maintained. 
In saying so much I do not mean to reflect either on masters or on pupils, as the question 
whether a given candidate should be entered for Pass or Honours must always remain a 
matter of opinion, the wisdom of which is to a great extent dependent on the attitude 
adopted by that much abused person the “ Intermediate Examiner.” I observed with 
pleasure that the Board did much during the year to improve the premises — but much 
remains to be done, and one of the most pressing claims is that of the girls’ classroom. 


VI. — Donegal Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The members of this Board have complied with the requirements of the Scheme. The 
attendance at Board meetings is not, perhaps, all that could be desired, but this is scarcely 
surprising when one considers that the business to be transacted is usually of a routine 
character, and that many of the members reside long distances from Letterkenny, the place 
of meeting. ~~ 

St. Eunan’s Seminary, Letterkenny. 

The results of the Intermediate Examinations in St. Eunan’s this year show a marked 
improvement on the previous year. With a smaller Intermediate roll and a smaller 
number of competitors, a larger number have passed, and a percentage of .63 
successes takes the place of the former one of 44. This is creditable. Special attention 
is devoted to Cl assies in this Institution, and four Classical Prizes were awarded to its 
pupils this year. 

The very unsuitable premises, so frequently criticised, have still to serve the purposes of a 
school, but I am glad to be able to veport that such a state of things will not much 
longer exist. A new college, of imposing dimensions and eminently suited for the 
object for which it is destined, is in course of erection. Rapid progress is being made 
with the work, and I anticipate that on the occasion of my next inspection the new college 
will be in full working order. 


VII. — Fermanagh Protestant Board of Education. 

Tho members of this Board deserve great praise for the interest they take in the school, 
and for the business-like qualities they display in its management. That those qualities 
are appreciated is proved by the fact that recently three separate funds, applicable tor 
special prizes in Portora, have been handed over by their respective custodians and vested 
ik the Local Board. Tills is as it should be. The Board is a corporate body its 
members are intimately acquainted with the needs of the school and the funds placed 
at their disposal are sure to be applied to the best advantage 1 note that in adchbon 
to the above Endowments there is the “ Burke Scholarship Fund which is waited in 
Trustees and applicable for educational purposes in Portora. I would venture respectfully 
to suggest— provided of course there be no legal objection— that this fund also should be 
vested in the Local Board who, for the reasons stated above, are the natural guardians of 
all monies held for tho benefit of the school, tho business of which they manage so well. 

Enniskillen Royal School {Portora). 

If numbers spell success, Portora can lay olaim to that quality, the School Roll tat year 
standing at 128-an increase of 16 on the previous record. The percentage of 
successes at tho Intermediate Examinations, although creditable (63 /,) , is not quite up to 
tho standard of 1904, and for this, perhaps, an explanation may be found .a the outbreaks 
of diphtheria and measles which occurred during the year I should like to see a lar r 
number of these on the Intermediate roll being presented for -examination— the difference 
in numbers between possible and actual Intermediate _ candidates being more marked in 
this school than in any of the other schools sharing m the Bister Boyal School 
Endowments. 

Many improvements have been effected in the school premises during the year. A new 
annexe has been erected, and new drainage introduced at cons.derable cost ; an 
sanitary annexe 0n6 of t]le dormitories stood much m need, has been 

applied and S the. front of the house has been refreshed. The removal of a tree whreh 
stamdsbmnedi&tely at the back of the Head Master's quarters would result m increased 
li“ht a™ to that portion of tho bull, ding. With regard to the sanitorlum a similar 
mm!* m?y be msdefas the passage of light and air is mnch impeded by a tree growing 
directly in front of that structure. ^ 
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VIII . — Fermanagh Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

The members of this Board, speaking generally, take an interest in their work (although I 
note that one gentleman failed to attend a single meeting during the year), and, in my 
opinion, a very wise policy in the matter of Free Places is pursued. Inducements to the 
value of £120 per annum are offered to suitable candidates in St. Macarten’s Seminary, 
•with the result that proper material is attracted to the School, and an enviable reputation 
has not only been won, but promises to be well maintained. 

St. Macarten’s Seminary, Monaghan. 

Once again this school lias adopted a policy which I should like to see every Intermediate 
school imitate — if not absolutely, at least to a degree. St. Macarten’s had fifty-seven 
on its Intermediate roll, and fifty -seven presented themselves for examination. The 
result was satisfactory, as 77 per cent, passed, that is 77 per cent, of the Intermediate roll, 
and taking into account the exhaustive number submitted to examination, the school takes 
first place amongst the schools sharing iu the Ulster Royal School Endowments. The 
premises are in good order, bub I note that the walls of one of the staircases require 
looking to — plastering would be advisable.' 

St. Michael’s School, Enniskillen. 

This school has again done well — scoring a percentage of 76 successes — but not so 
well as last year. On the former occasion, taking the percentage of passes to candidates, 
St. Michael’s easily led the schools with which we are dealing, while in the present 
instance it has to be satisfied with fifth place. The teaching in this establishment appears 
to be of a solid character, a notable feature being that, as a rule, the candidates who 
passed did so in all the subjects in which they were pi-esented, and in practically every 
iustance the pupils took two subjects in addition to those prescribed by the Intermediate 
Rules. 


IX . — Tyrone Protestant Board of Education. 

One member failed to attend a single meeting during the year ; otherwise the atton lance was 
satisfactory. The provisions of the Scheme have been duly observed and much interest 
has been displayed in the management of the school. 

Royal School, Dungannon. 

The school roll is well up to the average, and the percentage of successes at the Intermediate 
Examinations has improved. The joint result of the two Departments (Boys’ and Girls’) 
now stands at the creditable percentage of 78. Miss M'Dermofct still continues to 
make a pronounced success of her charge. 

I am glad to note that the exterior of the school building is at last engaging tire attention of 
the Board. The wings have been cemented, and the sooner similar treatment can be 
extended to the front the more I shall be pleased. The woodwork of the windows is in a 
sad state of decay. An upper corridor in the Head Master’s quarters shows signs of 
dampness, evidently caused by a defective eave-pipe, while the paper is peeling from the 
walls of a lower corridor in the same portion of the house. I would also call attention to 
the roof of the Laboratory in which there is a pronounced dip. 


X . — Tyrone Roman Catholic Board of Education. 

No less than four members of this Board failed to attend a single meeting during the year, 
and were it not that other members happen to be specially active the interests of the 
school would suffer. Except for non-attendance at meetings the requirements of the 
Scheme have been complied with. 


St. Patrick’s Acachmy, Dungannon. 

All St. Patrick’s requires to make it an absolute success is an increased school roll. 
Referring to the small number of pupils in attendance at Cavan Royal School and at St. 
Patrick’s Academy, I made the following observations in my Report to the Commissioners 
of Education in Ireland — “ In both cases one finds efficient stalls and fine premises con- 
veniently situated, but the school rolls, iu proportion to the accommodation afforded, are 
decidedly meagre. This is nob as it should be, and it would bo well if the individual 
members of the Local Boards concerned were to take a more active part in making known 
the advantages of their respective schools to the parents of promising pupils in their 
several localities." The new Head Master can poiut to very good results for his first 
year’s work, the high percentage of 88 successes having been obtained. Viewed 
from this standpoint, St. Patrick’s Academy takes first place for the present year, among 
the schools with which we are dealing. The premisos are the best of their kind, and the 
only regret is chat the school roll is barely one-third of wlmt the school could easily 
accommodate.

Preston School, Navan. 


The teaching carried on in this School is very satisfactory. A very efficient staff of teachers 
are engaged m the educational work of the School, and under them the children are 
making good progress. The pupils are mostly young, but very regular in attendance.

Scheme No. 95. — Leamy Endowments, Limerick. 

Leamy Protestant Boa/rd. — Meetings were regularly held and, generally speaking, the 
attendance of members was good. One of the ex-officio members failed to attend a single 
meeting, but ill-health and advanced age sufficiently accounted for this. I note that one 
meeting was proceeded with although there was no quorum present, the explanation being 
that the business transacted was at once routine and urgent. The proceedings were con- 
firmed at a subsequent meeting, so that, as far as possible, they were made regular. The 
boobs are, as usual, well kept. 

Leamy High School. — I had not an opportunity of seeing the classes at work, as the pupils 
happened to have a holiday on the occasion of my visit. From returns supplied to me I 
find that satisfactory progress continues to be made in English and French, but that 
Mathematical subjects are still weak. In explanation of this I am informed that consider- 
able dill’culty lias been experienced in securing a good Mathematical Master. The 
Inspector of the Department reports favourably on the class attending the Borough 
Technical School. I regret to note that the number in average attendance shows a ratlxer 
serious falling off ; but as there are a number of small schools in Limerick catering for 
the class from which the pupils of Leamy High School are drawn it is no easy matter to 
maintain the attendance at a high standard. 

Leamy Roman Catholic Board. — Regular meetings and good attendance are the order. One 
ex-officio member, however, failed to attend a single meeting. The Minutes are well kept ; 
the accounts are at present being audited. 

Leamy National School. — Once again the .National Board’s Inspector’s reports on this school 
is “ excellent.” The numbers on the roll and in average attendance for the past quarter 
were 484 and 379 respectively, while, on the day prior to my visit the number in attend- 
ance was 433. I was sorry to learn that, from the point of numbers, the night school is 
not progressing ; the attendance is steadily diminishing. Improvements have been 
effected in the premises but the antiquated windows still remain, with their natural 
consequence — inferior ventilation. I understand that the Governors meditate erecting a 
laboratory, but I would respectfully suggest tho advisability of executing absolutely 
necessary and less costly work before undertaking the laboratory scheme. This latter is 
in the nature of a 1 uxury — and an expensive luxury — whereas, windows affording facilities 
for ventilation are vital to the health of both teachers and pupils.

Preston School, Abbeyleix. 


I am glad to be able to report a marked improvement in the matter of attendance at meetings 
of the Local Governing Body. No meeting failed for want of a quorum — a very favourable 
record when compared with previous years — while in one case as many as ten members 
were present, and on two other occasions the attendance roll numbered seven. I hope 
this state of things will continue. The Governors appear to make the most of the Endow- 
ments ; the debit balance has been considerably reduced ; the books are, as previously, 
admirably kept. 

The school roll still leaves much to be desired — in fact the present return shows a slight 
decrease on that for 1904. Disregarding five pupils, who attend for special purposes, the 
regular roll numbers only 22. Of these 11 were actually on the Intermediate roll at the 
date of the examinations, 8 presented themselves and G passed. The proportion of passes 
to those presented is creditable, and tbe marks obtained in Preparatory Grade Mathematics 
are well above the average. On the occasion of my visit the pupils were engaged at the 
Christmas Examinations, and I was particularly struck with the neatness of their work. 

The premises are in good order ; they have undergone a thorough refreshing, and with 
pleasing results.

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The number of Boarders during the Summer Term was 25, and the number of Day Pupils 36. 

We have again to report that no candidates entered for the Free Place Examinations which were advertised in 
due course. 

The charges upon our Endowment for retired master’s annuities and for rent of the School premises 
have again more than absorbed our share in the income of the School Estates. We have consequently 
received no money from the Commissioners, and there is a balance against us in their books. 

We have, however, received some help from the Board of Technical Education, as Results Fees, and as a 
contribution towards the cost of appliances for education in Science. We have also made a small increase in 
the fees charged to Day Boys (£2 10s. per annum in each case), which will provide a substantial sum 
applicable to the maintenance of the School. The School Maintenance Committee, formed by persons 
interested in the School, has during the year furnished us with funds which have enabled us to recoup 
expenditure incurred by the late and present Head Masters in the up-keep of the School. And the same 
Committee undertook to bear the cost (£210) of constructing a new system of sewerage for the School build- 
ings, which had become necessary to sanitation. It is clear that it is to local help of this kind that the 
Board must look for assistance as long as the present charges upon our endowments continue. 

The manner in which the School has recovered under Mr. Hirsch from the severe blow it received by the 
retirement of Mr. M ‘Donnell, and the withdrawal, with him, of so many pupils, is very creditable to the 
present Head Master, and a proof that the Royal School of Armagh supplies a want, and is likely to maintain 
its place as one of the permanent educational institutions of the country.

ULSTER ROYAL SCHOOLS-AMENDING SCHEME. 


Amending Scheme framed by the Commissioners of Charitable 
Donations and Bequests for Ireland, under the Educational 
Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, for the future government 
and management of the Endowments of the Ulster Royal 
Schools. 


Wheheas a Scheme No. 34, hereinafter called the Original Scheme, was 
framed under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, for altering 
the constitution of the Commissioners of Education in Ireland, and for the 
future government and management of the Endowments of the Ulster 
Royal Schools. 

And whereas, on the 14th day of May, 1902, the Commissioners of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland made an Order amending 
Sections 57 and 69 — and the First Schedule of the Scheme No. 34 referred to 
above. 

And whereas application was made to Us on the 13th day of July, 1905, 
to amend the said Order of the 14th day of May, 1902, so as to empower the 
Commissioners of Education in Ireland to accept Matriculation in the 
University of Dublin or in the Royal University of Ireland as equivalent to a 
pass or passes in some grade of the Examinations of the Intermediate 
Education Board for Ireland (under Clause (c) of the Schedule above 
mentioned) as one of the conditions to be fulfilled by a School in order to 
qualify for a grant in aid from the Ulster Royal School Endowment. 

Now We, the said Commissioners of Charitable Donations and Bequests for 
Ireland, having made inquiry into the circumstances of the case, and satisfied 
ourselves that it would be advantageous to the above Endowment to alter the 
said Order of the 14th day of May, 1902, in accordance with the application 
of the Governors, and under the powers conferred on Us by the Educational 
Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885, and by the 85th Section of the said Original 
Scheme, do hereby order that from and after the date of this Order the 
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Schedule annexed to the said Order of the I4th day of May, 1902, shall be 
repealed, and in lieu thereof the Schedule set out in this Order shall be 
inserted in and incorporated with, and shall form part of the said Original 
Scheme No. 34, and shall be read as if the same were inserted and numbered 
therein, as in the said Schedule specified.

SCHEDULE. 

Further Amending Scheme for the future government and management of 
the Endowments of the Ulster Royal Schools referred to in the 
Order of tlie 6th day of December, 1905, of the Commissioners of 
Charitable Donations and Bequests for Ireland, altering the Scheme 
framed under the Educational Endowments (Ireland) Act, 1885. for 
the government and management of the Endowments of the Ulster 
Royal Schools. 

First Schedule— Qualified Teachers. 

The conditions to be fulfilled by a School iu order that it shall be qualified 
to receive benefit from the Ulster Royal School Endowments, after the first 
three years mentioned in the Scheme, and subject as hereinafter provided, 
shall be as follows : — 

(a.) The School shall be an Intermediate School conducted in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this Scheme, and shall be managed by the 
Local Board of the District in which it is situated, either directly or 
through a School Committee established appointed or recognised as pre- 
scribed in the Scheme. 

(b.) Instruction shall be regularly given in the School, throughout each 
School year for which a payment is made, in the following subjects at 
the least : — 

In a School for Boys — Latin ; English ; French or German ; 

History ; Geography ,* Arithmetic ; Algebra ; Geometry ; 

Experimental Science ; Drawing. 
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In a School for Girls — English : Two of the following languages 
— Latin, French, German, Italian ; History ; Geography ; 
Arithmetic ; Algebra or Geometry or Experimental Science, 
or Domestic Economy ; Drawing. 

In a School for Boys and Girls — Same as in School for Boys. 

Provided that, any School which desires to adopt the “ Grammar 
School Course ” of the Intermediate Education Board for Ireland may 
be allowed, on application to the Commissioners, to substitute Greek for 
Experimental Science. 

(c.) The School, throughout each School year for which a payment is 
made, shall have regularly afforded Intermediate Education to not less 
than twenty pupils, each of whom shall have made not less than one 
hundred attendances as a pupil at the School on different days in the 
School year, and not less than seven of whom shall, during the School 
year, have passed in some Grade of the Examinations of the Intermediate 
Education Board for Ireland, or have matriculated in the University of 
Trinity College, Dublin, or in the Royal University of Ireland. 

(d.) The date at which the School year shall terminate, for the purposes 
of this Schedule, shall be the first day of August in each year ; no attend- 
ance of any pupil shall be counted at more than one School in the same 
School year ; and no pupil shall he counted who on the last day of 
the School year shall be less than twelve or more than nineteen years 
of age. 

(e. ) The Inspector appointed by the Lord Lieutenant shall satisfy him- 
self by sufficient examination and inquiry, and shall report and certify 
that throughout each School year for which a payment is made, the 
buildings, appliances, and premises of the School have been sufficient and 
suitable for an efficient Intermediate School, and have been maintained 
in good order, that a competent staff for the efficient teaching of the 
subjects specified in this Schedule has been employed in the School, and 
that Intermediate Education has been regularly afforded to the required 
number of pupils of the prescribed age. 

Provided that in any case in which a School may be prevented, b}'- any 
temporary or accidental cause, from fulfilling all the conditions aforesaid in 
any School year, the Commissioners may, for such year, dispense with the 
fulfilment of any one or more of the said conditions, upon being satisfied that 
the School is likely to fulfil the same in the next succeeding year, but such a 
dispensation shall not be made for the same School for two consecutive 
years, save for the purpose of allowing the payment of rent, ordinary taxes, 
and the cost of ordinary annual repair, as hereinbefore provided in Sec. 57. 

The Schools fulfilling the conditions specified in this Schedule, and none 
other, shall be qualified Schools for the purposes of this Scheme.
